WASHINGTON, Feb. 25—(}—~

“It has been charged that Mr. 
Lilienthal tolerated a Communist 
cell in TVA,” she said. “That 
statement is: incorrect, for one 
simply cannot tolerate anything of 
which he is ignorant.” 

She said she had never met 
ither Lilienthal or Gordon Clapp, 
TVA General Manager, and de- 
lared that Clapp, who had general 
narge of all employees, had no 
knowledge that she had carried a 
Cummunist Party card until her 
own admission of that fact to a 
Dies Subcommittee in 1940.

She said she joined at the solici- 
tation of Kenneth Malcolm, whom 
she described as Knox County 
organizer for the Communist 
Party, and submitted her verbal 
resignation to Francis Martin, 
another organizer, in 1939. 

Mrs. Williams said she did not 
know for sure how many Com- 
munist workers there were in TVA 
— ‘possibly four.” She estimated 
that “six or eight” persons were 
the largest number attending any 
Communist meeting in Knoxville 
at which she was present.

Act To Lift Ceiling 
On Vet's JobTraining 


| WASHINGTON, Feb. 25—(”)— 
Liberalization of .subsistence al- 
lowance regulations for veterans 
‘receiving on-the-job training was 
approved Tuesday by the House 
| Veterans’ Committee. 

The Committee made no change 
in the actual Government pay- 
ments—$65 monthly for trainees 
without dependents and $90 for 
those with dependents—but voted 
to raise the ceiling on allowances 
and compensation combined. 

The present law puts a ceiling 
of $175 monthly on compensation 
and allowances for a single vet- 
eran and $200 for a veteran with 
dependents. The proposed new 
law, which probably will be acted 
on by the House next week, sets 
these ceilings: Veteran without 
dependents, $250; veteran with 
one dependent, $325; veteran with 
more than one dependent, $350.
